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Mother Slashes Throats of Her Four Children 


Woman Afraid 
To Tell Hubby 
Of Accident 


Tot Fell on Head 
At Feeding Time 


Utica, N 
T. Y., Nov. 7— (AP) — A 


remorse-stricken mother has con- 
fessed that her six-weeks-old son 
was killed m a fall from her arms 
and that her story of kidnaping 
was "made up" out of fear of what 
her husband v.ould say. 


"I dropped my baby," Mrs Stel- 


la Komorek blurted out at a coro- 
ner's inquest last night. 


The sobbing admission from the 


plump, 29-year-old mill worker's 
wife came 11 hours after the body 
of her son, Stephen, was found in 
a mill-pond, 500 yards from the 
modest Komorek home m nearby 
Clayville. 


Coroner Preston R Clark gave 


& verdict of accidental death. Au- 
thorities said no charge would be 
placed against Mrs. Komorek. 


During hours of steady question- 


ing by state police yesterday, she 
had clung to her story that the in- 
fant was snatched from its bassi- 
net in the kitchen late Friday night 
by a strange man. 


But under oath at the coroner's 


inquest, she broke almost at once. 


"Now, Stella, tell us what hap- 


pened," Dr. Clark said to her. 


"I dropped my baby," Mrs. Ko- 


morek blurted out. 
"He wriggled 


right out of my arms. I was feed- 
ing him. He fell on his head. His 
eyes rolled back and he wasn't 
breathing." 


"I was afraid of what Henry 


(her husband) would say," she 
continued. 


State police, noting the absence 


of & ransom demand or other kid- 
nap motive, privately had express- 
ed doubt of Mrs. Komorek's story 
since she reported the child kid- 
naped Friday night. 


Nevertheless, they issued a 13- 


state alarm. 


The infant's body, wrapped m a 


burlap bag, was found half-sub- 
merged in the snow-fringed pond 
by a state trooper, not assigned to 
the case but "just having a look 
around." 


An autopsy established that the 


child's skull was fractured and 
that he did not die of drowning. 


During the inquest, Mrs. Komo- 


rek and her husband, an ex-Marine 
who works as a machine tender m 
a paper mill, sobbed uncontrol- 
lably. 
Komorek, 34, sought re- 


peatedly to comfort his wife and 
placed his arm around her as they 
left afterward for home with their 
lawyer.

Sterling Woman 
Runs Amok With 
Knife at Home 


Says a Saint Told Her to Do It- 
Sent to Hospital in Night Hearing 


A crazed, praying mother ran amok with a butcher 


knife in Sterling last night and cut the throats of her four 
children. 


Mrs. James Moughan, 709 Dillon avenue, told police that 


saints appeared to her m a vision and told her to kill the 
youngsters, James Peter, 4. Michael Joseph, 3; Richard 
Patrick, 20 months, and Mary Ellen, two months. 


Sterling Home hospital today called the conditions of 


James and Mary Ellen "good," and those of Michael and 
Richard, "fair." 


Committed to East Moline Hospital 


Mrs. Moughan, 35, was committed to East Moline State 


hospital by a special sanity hearing precisely four hours 
after she started hacking her children. 


Her husband was in a shed back of the house when he 


stepped in and found his wife swinging the knife on James. 
He said she had James spread-eagled on the kitchen table. 


According to the husband, he pulled her out of the 


house and called for help. 


Mrs. Moughan, meanwhile, screamed: 
"Let me finish! Let me finish." 
James Weaver, a next door neighbor, 709 H Dillon 


avenue, answered Moughan's calls and ran to the blood- 
soaked house. 


Moughan then called Sterling police and said, calmly: 
"My wife cut two children's throats with a butcher 


knife. Send the car out right away and an ambulance." 


The radioman, Harry Diehl, 29, immediately dispatched 


a squad car and an ambulance to the Moughan home and 
called Sheriff Boyd Kimmel. The call was logged at 7:53. 


Policemen Robert Cate, 23, and John Haenni, 25, an- 


swered the call. According to Cate, Moughan said: 


"Come in and look what she did to my children!" 
Cate said he found the oldest boy in a pool of blood on 


the evening supper table, the next two eldest bleeding on the 
couch, and the baby bleeding in the bassinet The knife, the 
same used to cut bread for supper was by the kitchen door. 


Cate, a rookie on the force, told The Telegraph he took 


the baby to the hospital in the car, while the other three 
were taken in the ambulance. 


Hospital Is Swamped by Volunteers 


Doctors and blood-doners instantaneously swamped the 


hospital with offers of services and blood. 


Moughan's local CIO union rounded up as man}' mem- 


bers as it could to volunteer for blood transfusion. Even at 
midnight Sterling citizens were either calling or stopping at 
the hospital and asking if they could give blood to the four 
tots. 


The following are exact quotes from Mrs. Moughan 


taken while she was being questioned by police: 


"Some saint told me that I, too, could be a saint. But 


I'm not good enough to be a saint. I'm a devil." 


Q. Is there anything else you want to tell us, Ruth? 
A. Yes. I was in California in 3944 and went to a 


dance pavilion with a girl friend. Harry James was playing 
there and he kept staring at me. I guess he stared me down 
aecause I went outside. 


"He followed me out and told me he loved me and that 


he was going to give me some nice gifts. I told him I didn't 
want anything frilly, just a nice robe and some shoes. He 
said he'd been thinking about me for years and years. But 
he didn't buy me any gifts because I ruined his life. Just 
like I've ruined the lives of everybody in the world tonight."' 


'I'm sorry for what I've done." 
(Here she mumbled 


an incoherent and garbled version of "The Credo" and 
crossed herself.) 


"One of my neighbors across the street told me to kill 


my children—it wasn't the Blessed Virgin Mary." 


"There is too much immorality in the world today." 
Neighbors said the Moughans were suffering from the 


ack of food. 
Moughan worked as a galvanizer for the 


Northwestern Steel and Wire company and had been out on 
strike for more than a month. 


A check of the house by The Telegraph showed that the 


only food in the modest, three-room home was a half of a 
potato, a small bowl of mush and two quarts of milk. 


The dishes were half done, clean ones piled on one side 


of the sink, and well-scraped supper dishes on the "ther. 
Neighbors were doing their best to remove blind stains. 
some of which were several feet in diameter. 


Tried to Slash Onn Throat 


Moughan said his wife attempted to cut he; cwn throat 


3ut inflicted only a minor scratch. She 'iad snatches on the 
nside of her left wrist, but no one knnu? ij she tned to cut 
ler wrist or if she cut herself while --he u,i* .slitting the 
hroats of her children. Mrs Moughan still had hucro blond- 
tains on her blouse and slacks when questioned b\ police. 
She still had them on when she left for East Moline with 
Sheriff Boyd Kimmel. 


At the sanity hearing before County Judge Walter J. 


Stevens, Mrs. Moughan asked il her babies were alive. When 
told they were she said: 


"It would he terrible—a disgrace—for them to go 


through life with scars."

Yanks Shot to Kill Reds 
Looting Berlin, Says Howley 


The American Occupation Forces 


shot to kill when they caught 
Russian soldiers looting Berlin at 
the end of World War II, says 
Brig. Gen. Frank Howley, former 
American 
commandant 
in 
the 


German capital. 


"Before our arrival, the Ruwiana 


had raped and looted and murdered 
almost at will," Howley report* in 
Collier's, in his series on "My 
Four-Year War With The Reds." 
Then shooting broke out in the 
streets. 


"More and more Russian soldiers 


were being shot at by American 
soldiers," he writes. 
"They were 


invariably 
shot 
when 
caught 


looting or raping or otherwise 
ravaging the American sector; but 
the fact that no American soldiers 
were getting shot at in return 
baffled us." 


Howley said that 
apparently 


the Russian brass didn't under- 
stand the American brand of self- 
defense—until bullets found their 
targets one August evening in '45 
shortly after the American com- 
mandant 
moved his men 
into 


Berlin. 


Howley got wind that the Rus- 


sians had stopped a train, ordered 
out the passengers to the plat- 


form, and were stripping them 
of their valuables. 


Killed Two Red* 


On his orders, two Americans 


advanced on the Red soldiers and 
ordered them to stop. The Rus- 
sians opened fire. 
One of the 


Yanks shot four times. 
Result: 


he killed two Russians outright, 
wounded a third and routed the 
others. 
Gorbatov, the Russian 


commandant, saw the light, and 
joint patrols, which Howley had 
sought earlier, were set up. 


The Russians felt all along the 


British were kinder in their treat- 
ment of rude Russians, Howley 
writes. 


Someone pointed out to Barinov, 


the Russian deputy commander, 
that the British simply preferred 
beating the Russians with rifle 
butts instead of shooting them. 


" 'Ah, yes,'" Howley 
quoted 


Barinov as saying. " 'That is all 
right. If you beat them up they 
wake up in the morning wiser. 
But if you shoot them, these Rus- 
sian heroes who fought their way 
to Berlin only to die at the hands 
of our Allies.' "

Nourse's Warning Should Be Heeded 


Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of the president's economic 


advisory council, has spoken his mind in a fashion that ought 
to command the attention of all Americans. 


"Tiile his remarks are being interpreted as an attack 


upon the Truman administration, Nourse made plain he did 
not intend them as such. He wished to spare no one— 
neither government nor business, labor or farmer. 


He hopped on government for not putting its financial 


house in order, for "slipping back into deficits as a way of 
life" even while times are still good. He cautioned against 
"monetary and fiscal tricks" which he termed a "slippery 
road to misery." 


Nourse criticized industrial management for not trying 


harder to cut prices in the national interest. 


Farm, labor and other groups came in for censure for 


squeezing the U. S. economy in their own special interests. 
He told them all that they were selfishly demanding too 
much. 


Then he added: 
"If we are to maintain the march of economic progress, 


we must, individually and as groups, in private business and 
in politics, display industry, prudence and self-discipline and 
must recognize that we can't get more out of the economic 
system than we put in.1 


Nourse was quickly assailed by Senator O'Mahoney, 


Wyoming Democrat, for making what he called "merely 
a political argument against progressive policy." But this 
seems a somewhat odd criticism, for Nourse has just resigned 
his post on the ground that the council is enmeshed in politi- 
cal issues and Democratic party programs when it ought to 
be a strictly professional advisory body. 


It strikes us that Nourse has done good service in sound- 


Ing his warning. There is a great need to clear the atmos- 
phere in this highly emotional debate over the "welfare 
state." 


In the first place, no fair-minded person can deny the 


right of the ordinary citizen to reasonable security "safe- 
guards in today's uncertain times. But to acknowledge that 
right does not mean to lower the bars to an endless flood of 
demands for help of all kinds. 


It is a very delicate task to develop needed security meas- 


ures and still maintain the economy in its full productive 
vigor. Yet if due thought is not given to the country's basic 
economic wealth, security programs will become pointless. 


We find it increasingly tiresome that those who do not 


understand the relation between productive wealth and se- 
curity should see fit to attack as unprogressive everyone 
who does appreciate the connection. Not all critics of un- 
bridled spending and unashamed pressure raids on the treas- 
ury are preachers of dark reaction. 


We are approaching the time when elections will become 


contests to reward the party which provides or promises the 
greatest favors to the greatest number of pressure groups. 
If that time ever actually arrives, the federal government 
will be the prisoner of a give-away psychology that it has 
done virtually nothing to discourage. 


For the genuine welfare of America's citizens, that time 


had better not come. We ought rather to heed Nourse's ad- 
vice. \\ e ought to think more about putting something into 
the economy and less about taking something out.

Insufficient 
Melds Explained 


By WILLIAM E. McKENNEY 


America's Card Authority 


There are a great many rules 


for the game of Canasta, as there 
must be for any game that is so 
popular. 
Unlike bridge, however, 


Canasta can be learned in one 
evening, though 
naturally 
the 


more you play it, the more you 
learn about it. 


Each week I am consulting with 


John R. Crawford of Philadelphia, 
Pa., who is recognized as one of 
the greatest card players in the 
country. 
He has 
long 
been a 


leading bridge expert, and is now 
one of the best of the Canasta 
players. 
Crawford and I discuss 


all of the angles in Canasta, so 
that in my questions and answers 
you get another viewpoint on the 
strategic plays in the game. 


Having learned that there is a 


lot of confusion as to what hap- 
pens when you make a meld that 
does not add up to the minimum 
initial meld requirement, 
Craw- 


ford and I discussed the various 
situations that may result from 
this error and have incorporated 
all of them in this and the follow- 
ing articles. 
If you save these 


two articles, you will be able to 
answer any question in connection 
with an insufficient initial meld. 


Question: Our side was 1600 on 


the score, which meant that we 
needed 90 points for an initial 
meld. 
Thinking that I had 90 


points, I put down 3 kings, 2 
queens, and a deuce, and 3 five- 
spots. Before I discarded, one of 
the opponents called my attention 
to the fact that I had only 85 
down. I had no more melds in my 
hand. What happens? 


Answer: The 9 cards you put 


down are now penalty cards. They 
are not melded at all, since you 
must meld 90 for 
your 
initial 


meld. 
You are not allowed to 


pick them up and put them back 
in your hand. 
You must leave 


them face up on the table and 
discard one of them. 


Question: Are my opponents al- 


lowed to tell me which of the 9 
penalty cards I must discard? 


Answer: 
No. You have 
the 


right to discard any one of them. 
Probably in this case the proper 
discard would be one of the five- 
spots; but if you 
wished, 
you 


could discard the deuce, and that 
would freeze the pack. 


Question: Suppose that at my 


next turn to play, I draw a joker. 
Do I have to put the joker down 
with the 2 fives, which would 
complete all of my melds? 


Answer: No, you do not have to 


do that. If your partner at his 
turn did not make a legal initial 
meld, you do not even have to 
play the joker. 
However, you 


have a perfect right to play it any 
way that you want. 
You can 


play it with the 2 queens and the 
deuce, thus making 
90 
points, 


leaving the 3 kings and 2 fives 
still face up on the table was 
penalty cards, in which case you 
are free to discard either one of 
the kings or one of the fives. Or, 
if you play the joker with the 2 
queens and the deuce, you may 
meld the 3 kings also if you wish. 
In that case, only the 2 fives would 
remain penalty cards 
and 
you 


must discard one of them. 


Penalty cards do not have to 


remain in tteir original melding

Question: Suppose that at my 


next turn to play (I still have the 
3 kings, 2 queens and deuce and 
2 fives on the table, and my part- 
ner has not made a legal initial 
meld), the top card of the discard 
pile is a king or queen or a five. 
May I use my penalty card to 
pick up the pack? 


Answer: Yes, you may; but bear 


in mind that you must meet the 
minimum 
requirement for your 


initial meld, and for that purpose 
you may use only the top card of 
the discard pile. For example, if 
the top card is a queen, you may 
play the queen with your other 
2 queens, meld the 3 kings and 
use the deuce with the 2 fives. 
Now you have melded 90 points 
and you no longer have any pen- 
alty cards. Put the rest of the 
pack in your hand, make any ad- 
ditional melds that you want to 
make, and you may now discard 
any card from your hand. 


Tomorrow Mr. Crawford and I 


will continue the 
discussion of 


penalty cards. 
Let me remind 


you, 
however, that the outstand- 


ing authorities on Canasta have 
ruled that there are no penalty 
cards in two-handed Canasta.

Iffs & rotten bunch of candidates in New York's 


election on Tuesday. 


New York, Nov. 7— The mayoralty campaign in New York thii 


year presents a warning, which probably will be ignored, that tht 
European process of political disintergration is 
at work in our largest city. We have as candi- 
dates two distinctly inferior men, William O'Dwyer, 
the incumbent, and Newbold Morris who can be 
summed up as a puppet of the disintegrating 
forces such aa David Dubinsky, who runs the 
Garment Workers' union and operates a parasitic 
political party aa an adjunct. 


O'Dwyer is a big dope. 
He used to be a policeman, boned up on law 


and became a very poor district attorney but got 
himself a lot of loud and misleading publicity as 
a crusader against gangsters in a criminal bund and, by one flukt 
and another, became mayor after LaGuardia. 


He is neither bad nor good but 


just thick, 
when one observes 


that 
he has 
been a 
failure 


in his one pass at the job to date, 
one makes allowance for the fact 
that there have been many new 
and difficult 
problems. 
Never- 


theless, some conditions have been 
alarmingly bad under O'Dwyer. 
The streets are horribly filthy. You 
normally expect some litter on 
American streets because, among 
other reasons, the Americans have 
a way of showing their free-born 
independence by dropping gum- 
wrappers and cigaret packages and 
other rubbish right on the side- 
walks, and the case here is com- 
plicated by the presence of masses 
of foreigners who are even dirtier. 
Be that as it may, the streets are 
now so dirty with litter, even in 
the parade sections of town, which 
used to get special licks, that this 
deterioration strikes the eye. 


Traffic Runs Wild 


Traffic has gone almost out or 


control and, although O'Dwyer at 
last got the subway fare up to a 
dime, the subways are shockingly 
dirty and passengers are scared 
at night because of the absence 
of attendants to keep order and at 
least blow the whistle for help in 
case of stickups. The "rest rooms" 
would nauseate a buzzard, but the 
people who use them are respons- 
ible for the conditions so in a way 
this filth serves them right. 


Recently, water has been scarce, 


with the levels in the reservoirs 
way down, revealing old stumps 
that vanished one or more genera- 
tions ago. Nobody can 
blame 


O'Dwyre for the drouth but this 
is another visual evidence that the 
job of running this city efficiently 
has got away from the city admin- 


ing to the stupidity of the major- 
ity of the people. If O'Dwyer isn't 
stupid then he is a magnificent 
dissembler. 


We will lightly pass over Morns. 


He is the nominee of the Republi- 
can party, which in the city ia 
breaking down and coming apart 
and now includes as many Com- 
munists and fellow-travelers as 
the Democratic party in propor- 
tion to its total numbers. He is 
also the candidate of a solvent or 
disintegrating factor called fusion 
and this is entitled to votes on an- 
other line. And. raost important, 
he is the candidate of David Du- 
binsky on the so-called liberal line. 
This is Dubinsky's Marxian Eu- 
ropean layout and the local agency 
of the thing called Americans for 
Democratic Action whose program 
is 
Marxism. 
Ultimately, that 


would be Soviet Communism, but 
its present limited objective is 
about what the British Marxians 
are trying to put over. Mean- 
while the British are floundering 
into Communism. Dubinsky's sub- 
jects are compelled to support a 
propaganda paper to promote nil 
liberal party. The latest number 
contains a four page supplement 
in favor of his ticket, including 
Herbert Lehman, another demagog 
pretty much the same as O'Dwyer, 
who is running for senator against 
Foster Dulles. 


There is available in New York 


one of the greatest administrators 
of public office that we have ever 
had who can't even get nominated. 


That is Robert Moses, the man 


who put through practically all of 
the great changes in the city and 
many of the extensions of boule- 
vards into the counties outlying, 


istration. There may be too many j which are credited to LaGuardia 
people here.

appealed to the public to be sure 
to shut dripping faucets real tight 
to stop waste, but for every pint 
saved by a good citizen, a Com- 
munist will waste a dozen bath- 
tufcsfuls and there are hordes ot 
Communists. 


Loyal to Himself 


O'Dwyer is a strange character. 


He is a native of Ireland and a 
Catholic, but the leading Demo- 
cratic pols of his blood and faith 
don't go for him. Like La Guar- 
dia, he seems to be loyal only to 
himself. His word is not reliable. 
He didn't even know whether he 
wanted to run for re-election, first 
turning down the nomination then, 
on second thought, accepting it. 


Dubinsky, who has 300,000 votes, 


turned against O'Dwyer. 
After 


that, it was hard to figure out 
what a complaint and prideless op- 
portunist had to do to please Du- 
binsky. 
O'Dwyer had made an 


outrageous appeal for repeal of 
the Taft-Hartley law as a political 
sop to the union racketeers and 
only recently he came 'out noisily 
for settlement of the steel strike 
on the basis of a complete surren- 
der by the company to the union 
on the pension proposition. These 
are not issues in the New York 
mayoralty but O'Dwyer never an- 
alyzes or discusses issues on an 
intelligent plane, anyway. 
Some- 


times one wonders whether such 
demagogs are as stupid as they 
strixe to seem or clever men play- 


make a good president of the Unit- 
ed States. But there is no sense 
to labor the point because the 
conspiracies and rivalries of sinis- 
ter men and stupid, paltry hacks 
will deny us the benefit of Moses' 
ability, integrity and honesty. He 
has been ruled out for years on 
the ground that he can't "get 
along" with people. 
He can get 


along with honest and competent 
men all right, but not with para 
sites and grafters and fumbling 
aiobs. The reason why he couloa't 
"get along" with P. D. Roosevelt 
was that he caught Roosevelt try- 
ing to steal 55,000 a year out of the 
public till to pay the salary of his 
own 
political 
secretary, 
Louis 


Howe. He would have delighted to 
prove it if Roosevelt had ever de- 
nied it.

Russians Speculate Every 
Year on Stalin's Successor

Washington, Nov. 7—(AP) 


Suppose, in celebration of 
the 


American revolution, Washington 
was full of pictures of President 
Truman and his cabinet 
every 


year on the Fourth of July. 


And suppose you knew that Mr. 


Truman was going to stay presi- 
dent so long as he lived—and that 
you couldn't do anything about it 
—and that when he died one of 
the cabinet was going to take 
over. 


You weren't going to elect the 


new leader. That was going to be 
done by the president before he 
died, or byall the cabinet mem- 
bers after he died. 


Well Kept Secret 


In a case like that you'd take a 


close gander at that picture of 
the cabinet around the president. 
You'd say to yourself: "Who's it 
going to be?" But the best you 
could do would be to guess be- 
cause— 


The lives of the president and 


the cabinet were pretty secret. 
Nothing ever got into the news- 
papers about them, except what 
they told the newspapers to print. 


They ran the 
country, 
the 


president and the cabinet did, but 
because everything about them 
was so hush-hush you never knew 
how they ran it, by vote among 
themselves, or by what the presi- 
dent said, or how. 


If you kept seeing 
Treasury 


Secretary Snyder always at the 
right hand of the president you 
might think: "I guess he's "the 
one. He and the president have 
been pals for years. Snyder'll get 
it" 


But—on the left today is Georgi 


the right hand only because of 
old friendship. Maybe it was the 
one on the left hand side who 
had the inside track. 


Since you didn't 
know, and 


could only 
guess, 
every year 


you'd look at the Fourth of July 
picture to see who was standing 
closest to Mr. Truman, and who 
was moved around. 


That's just about what's hap- 


pening today in Moscow, where 
the Russians are celebrating the 
32nd anniversary of the Bolshe- 
vik revolution in 1917. 


Official pictures of Prime Min- 


ister Stalin and his politburo—the 
12 men who, with Stalin, run 
Russia—have been made public. 


Molotov Was There 


There, standing at his right hand 
is his old-time pal, V. M. Molo- 
tov, 
former 
foreign minister. 


They've been friends for years. 


But—on the letf today is Georgi 


M. Malenkov. This created a stir 
in Moscow because, in an official 
politburo picture last May L. P. 
Beria was at Stalin's left-hand. 


(Beria, who used to be chief of 


the police, now is reported to be 
head of Russia's atomic develop- 
ment. 
Malenkov is vice chair- 


man of the council of ministers.) 


Beria is still in the picture, of 


course, but not where he was last 
May: At Stalin's left-hand. Be- 
cause Malenkov has that 
spot, 


it's caused speculation that now 
Malenkov is closer to Stalin than 
Beria—but not so close as Molotov 
who's on the right hand. 


Anyway, somebody in the polit- 


buro probably will succeed Stalin, 
either peacefully through appoint- 
ment by Stalin before he dies, or 
through election by 
the 
other 


politburo members, or after a rip- 
roaring internal 
struggle 
that 


might rip Russia open. 


But if Stalin lives, and enough 


pictures are taken, with some 
changing around in every picture, 
there'll be no end of talk which, 
after all, is a pretty good way of 
keeping people from talking about 
something else.

the beating of popular indifference 
to his work. For 20 years thi 
Kentucky-born poet, editor and 
university professor, has been hail 
ed by critics as one of the na 
tion's finer literary craftsmen. 


It Takes Time 


But over a 17-year period 
h< 


wrote a biography, three books o 
poetry, and three novels before the 
public woke up to his merit. H 
hit the jackpot with the third 
novel, "All the King's Men." Thii 
study of a southern political die 
tator won him the Pulitzer prize 
Since 1946 it has sold more than 
100,000 copies and has just been 
made into a movie by Columbia 
Pictures. 


"Some people say I patterned my 


dictator after Huey Long," grinned 
Warren, a lanky, red-haired man of 
44. "But it could just as well be 
Bilbo, Mussolini, Hitler—or a thou- 
sand other dictators. 


He is a slow writer and pecked 


out "All the King's Men" over a 
ten-year period. 


"I know how it feels to be a 


frustrated writer—at least six days 
a week," he said. "I write with 
a typewriter. 
Can't read it if Jl 


don't. 


"Poetry? Well, I do scribble a 


little bit of that by hand—then get 
it on the typewriter fast so I can 
look at it. But poetry is really 
sound. You compose it out loud 
as you pace the floor mumbling. 


"Writing poetry is more pleas- 


ant than prose. You can lie on 
your back and mumble longer be- 
fore you have to get up and go to 
the typewriter." 


Warren has never made as mucli 


as 51,000 from a poetry book and 
doubts if any poet in America— 
except possibly Robert Frost- 
gets a liveable income from verse 
alone. In fact, he thinks it's a mis- 
take for serious young authors to 
try to earn their way from the 
start by their writing. 


Some Sage Advice 


"Get a job." he advised. "Then 


try to write and see what happens. 
I always had a teaching job. 


"When you have a job, you can 


write the way you want to and 
hope for the best. You don't have 
to count on it for the groceries." 


Warren tried to write for money 


only once. 


"I turned out two stories with 


the idea of getting some dough 
quick. It didn't work. They didn't 
sell. But"-—he grinned wryly—"i 
sure would like to know the trick.". 


Making the best-seller list hasn't 


changed his way of life. He still' 
plans to continue teaching as well 
as writing. He has another novel. 
''World Enough and Time," com- 
ing out in the spring and now is 
finishing a play and a long narra- 
tive poem. 


"My projects sort of overlap" 


he said, "i fiddle with them for 
a long time.

"I'm sure it will continue as long 


as typewriters are sold," he said. 
"But I can't see what lies ahead.
